NOT TO OPERATE 24 HOURS. 


Still Working on Plan to Give 24 


Hour Service.

Dear Sir: 

The communication of Mr. J. H. 
Wingard and your editorial in the 1s- 
sue of your paper of February 23rd, 
has been brought to our attention. 

We have been consulting engineers 
for the Grayling Electric company for 
the past four years, and are probab- 
ly in a measure responsible for not 
having 24 hcun service at Grayling. 
The Company has recognized the de- 


.sirability’ of giving 24 hour service 


und instructed us to find if possible a 
feasible plan. 

The present hydro-electric plant is 
en a comparatively small stream 
where the fall is 12 to 14 feet. The 
present commercial lighting is heavy 
from dusk until about 11 p. m, with 
a light load prevailing until daylight, 
when the commercial load becomes 
practically nothing. With a hydro- 
electric plant, as the load on the ma- 
chinery becomes Jess than half the ca- 
pacity of the machines the operation 
becomes very inefficient. For example 
at one-quarter to one-third load on 


_ the plant nearly twice as much of the 


water passing through the turbines is 
wasted than is converted into electri- 
val energy. Under these conditions 
if 24 hour service be given it would 
result in using fully one-half as much 
water in the day period as is now used 
at night, in carrying the day loads 
that might result from lighting and 


uses of-po suchas 
for clectric irons, washing machines, 
photographie studios, motors used 
in grocery stores, meat markets 
printing shops and the like. This ad- 
ditional use of water of the river 
would make it impossible to carry the 
night loads during the winter months, 
where the storage in the pond during 
tne day is depended upon to make 
evailahle sufficient water to carry the 
night load. For this reason we have 
advised the Grayling Electric Com- 
pany wot to undertake 24 hours ser- 
vice with the present hydro-electric 
plant. 

A vear or so ago we investigated 
{he river in the neighborhood of Gray- 
ling to ascertain if another water 
power site could be found, but we 
were unable to locate such a site with- 
in reaching distence of Grayling. 

An auxiliary steam plant would 
furnish the service but until there is 
at least a prospect of a steady electri- 
cal power demand sufficient to pay the 
added expense of fuel, wages and the 
use of the plant, we cannot advise the 
company to build such a plant 

There are a number of communities 
of the size of Grayling enjoying the 
24 hour electrical service but in no 
case do we know of one with an in- 
dependent plant where the revenues 
from the electrical sales alone are 
paying the costs. The municipal 
plants in such communities are rais- 
ing about half the costs through cus- 
tomers’ rates and half by taxation. 

We are still working for a plan to 
furnish 24 hours electrical service 
without unreasonable increase in rates 
and hope to find a means through 
changing conditions that will warrant 
it in the near future.

TWO ROADS INSTEAD OF ONE. 


In November we published in the 
Avalanche an account of a proposed 
change of the trunk line highway M 
18 to along the track from 
Frederic to Waters instead of thru 
the farming district of Maple Forest 
as now surveyed. This change of 
routes was called to the attention of 
the Board of Trade by Melvin A. 
Bates and E. S. Chalker who acci- 
dently heard of the proposed change. 
The Board of Trade passed a resolu- 
tion against the change, and appointed 
a committee to take the matter up 
with the district engineer at the joint 
meeting of the road commissioners of 
Crawford and Otsego Counties and 
to take it up with Mr, Rogers, the 
state highway commissioner, if neces- 
sary. Crawford County road commis- 
sioners applied for federal aid on the 
route as now designated, and Otsego 
county commissioners applied for 
federa! aid along the track. 

Mr. Chalker while at the convention 
of State Farm Bureaus at Lansing, 
as representative of Crawford County 
farm bureau, with Mr. Bailey, County 
Agricultural Agent, took the matter 
up with Mr. Rogers and he gave 
Mr. Chaiker a letter stating that he 
realized the situation and was willing 
to build a 9 foot road on trunk line 
M18 as now designated, if Crawford 
County would apply for federal aid 
on auxiliary road along the Michigan 
Centra! track between Frederic and 
Waters, to be built as money was 
available, there being no definite 
time set as to when same was to be 
finished. At a meeting of the 
committees with members of the 
County Road Commissioners, it was 
decided that while Mr. Bates and Mr. 
Scott were in Lansing, at the meeting 
of State Board of Supervisors, to take 
same up with Mr. Rogers and see if 
they could not have a definite time 
stated as 10 when the nine foot road 
would be completed. 

Mr. Hanna, chairman of the road 
comnmissiorers interviewed the as- 
sistant highway. commissioner while he 
was in Lansing and stated the matter 
ance as was given to Mr. Chalker. 

Mr. Bates O. B. Scott, O. F. Barnes 
and John Neiderer, acting as a com- 
mittee interviewed Mr. Rogers and 
secured the promise of the finishing 
of ‘the 1-2 of a mile between the two 
eravel rouds thus making same com- 
plete to Ben Sherman’s corner this 
year, and the completing of same in 
1993. Now Crawford county is very 
forturnte in securing the two roads 
so elose to one another, at a cost of 
11-2 per cent to the County for build- 
ing, and 15 percent for maintaining. 
lt will not cost the county over three 
thousand dollars more for the two 
roads than if they had only received 
one.as originally planned. Saving of 
cost and maintaining in the 9 foot 
road over the 16 foot on-the longer 
youte the County will have the two 
roads for almost the cost of one. 

We understand there is about 
$50,090.00 in the County Road fun 
now and about $20,000.00 in equip- 
ment, making about $70,000.00 in 
money and equipment on hand. We 
have no interest on bonds, as Otsego 
and Roscommon counties, to pay 
Crawford County is in fine financial 
vonditicn compared with the most of 
our neighboring counties. Mr. Bates 
-epresented both the Board of Super- 
visors and Board of Trade; Mr. Chal- 
ker was acting as representative of 
the County Farm Bureau; Mr. Hanna 
and Mr. Niederer the County Road 
Comission, and we appreciate the 
uble manner in which this matter has 
‘ean handled, also the successful con- 
clusion of same.

Was Fine Exhibition of Basket Ball. 
* Efforts to “Get” Some of Gray- 
ling Players Refforted. 


The Grayling Independents played 
the Kelly Greens of Detroit at the 
Gaylord auditorium Monday night, 
and held this professional quintet to 
a score of 39 to 27. At the close of’ 
the first half the score was 21 to 10 
in favor of the Kelly Greens; in the 
second half they made but. one more 
point: than Grayling. 

It was a wonderful showing Gray- 
ling made against this great team, 
and, as one of the Detroit players 
stated, they gave them the hardest 
Lattle they had had this season. On 
the Detroit line-up were the wei: 
known stars “Tillfe’’ Voss, “Martie” 
Kavanaugh and Joe Dermondy. Voss 
is recognized as the greatest baskei 
ball center in America. He played 
star center for the Detroit Rayls for 
many years, and helped. to keep his 
team the world champions for many 
seasons. Kavanaugh, an ex-Detroit 
tiger player, is known as one of the 
greatest basket ball athletes in 
America, Dermondy is also of the 
former, Detroit Rayls team, but now 
with the Kelly Greens. 

Last week the Grayling Indepen- 
dents played the Gaylord All City 
team in Grayling and defeated them 
hy a score of 46 to 11. This, of course 
was humiliating to the Gaylord fant 
and it appears that the managers set 
vut to get Grayling’s scalp at the re- 
turn game. It was a. beautiful com- 
pliment that they paid our boys wher. 
they hired the best ‘team in Michigan, 
and do the job for them. It cosi 
them dearly in a financial way ana 
we fail to understand how it may 
profit them otherwise. Thelir viatory is 
in no sense a victory for Gaylord. 
The one big thing they did was tc 
give the patrons the pleasure of see- 
ing the greatest game of basket bal: 
ever played in Northern Michigan. 
It was a wonderful game, to see the 
Grayling quintet buck up agains. 
these famous stars and the forme: 
certainiy gave a remarkable accoun: 
of themselves. 

Unfortunately there were severa 
features that marred the pleasure oi 
the game from the point of sporttsman- 
ship. It is rumored that an offer oi 
$50.00 had been made to any member 
of the Gaylord contingent who wouk 
knock out Morrow, one of Grayling’: 
guards, and it appears that severa. 
attempts were made to do so. Som 
of our well known business ‘ men, 
whose integrity cannot be impeached 
claim that they saw one of the De. 
troit players deliberately strike Mr. 
Mortow in the stomach on several oc- 
casions; also Mr. Morrow says he wa: 
struck back of one of his ears by one 
of the players with his fist. Others 
of our citizens saw one of the De- 
troiters deliberately strike Colburn 
Charletour, one of the Grayling play- 
erg in the stomach with his elbow, 
knocking him out and disabling hin. 
for the remainder of the game. Alsc 
Clarence Johnson was struck on the 
jaw by one of the Detroit players 
which did not knock him out but did 
stagger him. The referee Paul Dye 
of Traverse City seemed unable 
to sve these personal fouls. If this 
is the kind of sportsmanshiy 
that is wanted in our neigh. 
boring city, then we feel that Gray- 
ling may well withdraw from further 
schedules to be played there, and dc 
so with dignity and honor. We are 
not objecting to the game and the 
star players that were placed ur 
against Grayling but we do resent the 
dirty tactics that are reported to have 
been used. There are a lot of goou 
people in Gaylord who would not 
sanction such aportsmanship and we 
doubt if they Will approve the tactic: 
that were used in the game Monday) 
night. : 

The Grayling players are all home 
men and have had a wonderfully suc. 
cessful. season, winning all except twc 
wames, and muth'‘strong¢r teams than 
the Gaylord quintet have gone down 
before them. They have been a 
credit to their home people, but no- 
body here wants them to play in any 
city where they cannot be given the 
usual sportsmanlike treatment. The 
men on our team are not complaining 
but the citizens here are. It is jusi 
such affairs as these that make the re- 
iationship between these two cities 
more or less strained. It should not 
be that way. It is time that the old 
spirit of “Win or ruin, no matter 
what the cost,” should be wiped out. 
In order to be good sports we must be 
jood losers and good winners, but do 
eo fairly. If it cannot be that way be- 
tween Grayling and Gaylord, it wil! 
be better that athletics be refrained 
from. It is unfortunate that some- 
times a few people are able to estab- 
lish the standard of principle for 
whole communities. 

While a few Gaylord men were able 
to win a few money bets from Gray- 
ling fellows, they. were selling out the 
principles of their fellow townspeople 
and the price wasn't worth it. 

Shakespeare says: “He who steals 
my purse steals trash, but he who 
robs me of my good name, takes that 
which will not enrich himself but 
makes tne Pony nosed. Gaylord has 
been rob of its good name, and it 
has becn doné by some of their own 
people. Is it worth it? We cannot 

help but believe that there is much 
humility among the citizens of that 
fair town who know the truth about 
the game Monday night. ~ -- :

Cows That Make the Income Climb. 

(I have selected the statements he- 
ow, without change, from a bulletin 
2y my friend Professor J. C. Me- 
Dowell, of the Dairy Division of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture.) 

Last summer, while visiting the 
Eastern Pan Handle Cow-Testing As- 
sociation in West Virginia, I saw a 
iine young herd of registered dairy 
nattle. As I stepped into the clean, 
well-lighted, well-built dairy barn the 
*wner said to me: “It’s between me, 
chese ccws, and the sheriff. Because, 
ny capital is limited my cows have

That man’s cows are paying be- 
zause he knows their records and 
‘veds according to production 

Hundreds of millions of dollars’ 
vorth of feed are consumed annually 
ry our dairy cows. The net income 
s large or small, according to the! 
vay that feed is used. When produc-! 
tion is increased through feeding and! 
sreeding, the income rapidly expands, 
‘et a few real scrubs on my dairy 
farm will deflate the net income. 

In this country 5,000,000 farmers 
furnish feed and care for 23,000,000 
lairy cows. Because of low-producing 
fairy cows a large part of that feed 
8 wasted. Weighing out expensive 
feeds to a low-producing cow is like 
shoveling costly coal into the fire box 
vf a leaky boiler; and the farmer who 
seeps such cows is seldom bothered 
with an income tax. ' 

The dairy cow transforms raw ma- 
terials—silage, hay, and concentrates, 
‘nto the finished product—milk. In 
that way she furnishes a market for 
sur feeds. Whether that market will 
be good or bad depends in part upon 
the way the cow is fed and in part 
upon the cow. 

Selling Feeds to the Cow. 


There is no better way to market 
the feeds grown on the farm than to 
feed them to a high-producing herd of 
dairy cows. The cow takes corn si- 
lage, grain, and clover hay, and con- 
verts them into a product for which 
there always is a ready sale. It is 
much easier to send the butterfat to 
the creamery than to haul the hay to 
town. Yes; and in the long run it is 
generally much more profitable, be- 
zause it keeps the soil fertility at 
nome. Instead of selling hay and 


grain that may go tb enrich the soil 
n some far-distant State, or in a for- 
zign country, the wise dairy farmer 
narkets such products through high- 
producing dairy cows. 

In selling feeds to dairy cows the 
farmer has a wide choice of markets 
bad, good, and very good. Few men 
discriminate closely enough between 
these markets, If a wheat buyer of- 
fers a cent or two a bushel more than 
other buyers he gets our wheat; if 
a wool buyer offers half a cent a 
pound more for our wool we sell our 
wool to him; but if one cow returns 
$3 from a dollar’s worth of feed and 
another only $2, we scarcely notice it. 
Here is a difference of a dollar every 
time each of these two cows eats a 
dollar’s worth of feed; and, frequent- 
ly, within a year this difference is 
enough to buy.a hundred dollar Vic-

Room for Improvement. 

According to careful estimates the 
average dairy cow in the United 
States produces annually about 4,000; 
pounds of milk and 160 pounds of but-! 
terfat. According to 40,000 yeary' 
individual cow records just tabulated, 
by the 
the average cow-testing association: 
cow produces 5,980 pounds of milk 
and 246 pounds of butterfat a year. 
The world’s records are 37,381.4 Ibs. 
of milk and 1,205.09 pounds of but- 
terfat. The averaye dairy cow seems 
to have plenty of room for improve- 
ment. 

Record Keeping Easy. 

The keeping of individual cows rec- 
ords is easy. To test a haf dozen 
samples of milk for butterfat requires 
about half an hour, and the weighing 
uf the milk, the estimating ef the 
weight of the roughage, and the; 
weighing of the concentrates require; 
but littie time. The testing of acom-| 
posite sample of each cow’s milk 
from two consecutive milkings once aj 
month furnishes the figures from 
which the yearly production. records | 
can be computed.

In Old Virginia. 
A dairyman in Virginia says that 
when he began testing for production | 
he had a herd of 31 cows. There be-! 


ing no cow-testing asscciation in his! . 


neighborhood at that time. he did the; 
work and kept the records himself. ! 
After weighing and testing the milk 
for a few weeks he reduced the num-! 
her of cows to 26. These he fed ac- 
cording wo known production and ob- 
tained a higher total yield than had 
formerly been obtained from the 
larger herd. Before the end of the 
year he reduced the number of cows 
to 20. and the 26 produce more than 
the 31. 

Through rigid culling and feeding 
according to production the herd was! 
finally reduced to 10 well-bred, well-' 
fed cows, and the 10 produced al- 
most as much milk and butterfat as 
the 20. Since then the herd has 
gradually been increased in numbers 
until today it consists of 20 cows. 
and the 20 produce annually more 
than twice as much milk and butter- 
fat and many times as much net nro’. 
it as was produced by the old origi- 
nal herd of 31 cows. 


Knowledge Is Power. 

Cow testing is not worth while to 
the dairyman who makes no use of 
the records and who continues the 
doubtful practices of former years, 
but cow testing is worth while to the 
dairvman who desires ta feed and 
breed according to known production. 
In dairy-herd improvement, knowl- 
edge alone is nathing. but knowledge 
followed by intelligent action is every- 
thing. To the man who belengs to a 
cow-testing association, who studies 
the individual records of his dairy 
cows, and who selects, feeds, and 
breeds according to these records, 
cow testing is and always” will be 
worth while. 


“Goldie.” 

Before a certain Missouri farmer 
joined the cow-testing association he 
ewned a good herd in which was an 
old crippled cow named “Goldie.” At 
that very time the owner was trying 
to sell her for $75. To his great sur- 
prise the milk scales and Babcock 
test not only placed poor old crippled 
Goldie at the head of the herd but at 
the head of the whole association. Her 
yearly production as shown by the 
records was 9.300 pounds of milk and 
526 pounde of butterfat, and her year- 
ly earning over cost of feed was $267.

Use of better sires in- 
creases average productions, increas- 
es total production, and always in- 
creases net profit.

be conducted at a loss. 

The cow that produces enough to 
buy her feed and pay a satisfactory 
profit is-the kind to be kept if we are 
dairying for dollars. Such a cow 
makes the dairy business interesting, 
adds to the profits of farming, and 
lifts agriculture to high and still 
higher levels.
